With your car you will receive an instruction book. This should 
be wry carefully read from cover to com., It usually hss s chgrt 
which show, the location .( every oil snd (regie cup or connection 
and how oltcn they should be refilled. If you sttrnd to oiling snd 
(nnsing right from the start you will find that not only will you 
got longer snd more satisfactory service, but will also keep your car 
out of the repair shop. Repair parts that have to be replaced coat 
more than the oil sod grease that would have saved them. 

Make a regular practice of inspecting the level of the wafer in tha 
radiator and the oil in the crankcase before leaving the garage. 
Radiators start leaking snd the water stay be lower than you imagine. 
Keep the radiator filled to within 3 inches of the top of the filler cap 
mid keep the oil in the crankcase to just the correct lcwl so that the 
engine will be cooled and lubricatad properly. If you were .to start 
taking say only ona meal for two days then on the third day were te 
rat the four meals you missed on the first two days you know your 
health would aulfer. It'a the came way with an automobile enguw.

The British Admiralty, after 
numerous experiments with light-* 
a vessels, has decided, in future, 
to use Dpuglas fir exclusively for 
deckftag on all new warships and.

Sitka spruce has also found 
favor with the Air Ministry of 
Old Country for airplane construc¬ 
tion. The ministry has recently

This wood, which is the strongest 
in the world, for its weight, is pe¬ 
culiarly adapted for this purpose. 

Douglas fir. British Columbia

Tha most serious aspect waa faced 
by tha mother with small children, 
as milk Increased four cants on tha 
quart, and thay were allowed only 
half tha quantity usually ordered. 
Thla waa. of course, due to the 
perishable nature of-mllk which waa 
brovAht Into London by motor lorry 
Instead of tha hugs mHk trains that 
— -a to rumble In. 

My butcher charged five cants 
mors a pound for beef than belors 
the strike was declared, but mutton 
and lamb were about the seme. Hla 
difficulty waa that of transporta¬ 
tion. Ha had to go 'to tha huge 
Bmlthfleld market centra for his 
meat himself aa his porters wara on 
■trike. 

MUTTON WA* NORMAL 

Mutton did not Increase because 
London always baa hugo quantities 
of it refrigerated. Potatoes jumps I 
two cents a pound, and ao did cauli¬ 
flower.

There was no Increase In the price 
of brand, and aggq wara still three 
cents apiece. Flab, not too plentiful

Transportation waa a serious prob¬ 
lem and tha housewife found it nar¬ 
rowed down to busses and trainee re 
and underground trains—which wo¬ 
man ara timid about using. Naturally 
working girls tried to get lifts from 
motors 

Theatres ware out of tha question 
unless ona had his own car. Tba 
neighborhood movies were still run¬ 
ning, and tba private schools for chil¬ 
dren wars still In operation with at¬ 
tendance about normal.

DREAMS OF EMPIRE 

Hers Is a roan who .believes ruling 
with an iron hand la best for any 
nation, a man who believes in speak¬ 
ing bluntly and frankly to the world 
about Italy's ambitions, a man who 
In his fiery and vitriolic manner de¬ 
nounces all those who disagree with 
him. a man of tireless energy whose 
very features Indicate the terrific 
strain, under which he works, a man 
who possibly dreams of becoming 


His father, largely self-taught, 
managed to keep his son in contact 
with good books despite ths pinch 
of poverty. 

And his mother, a village school 
mistress, was careful to Introduce 
him to the great literature of the 
world as soon as he was old enough 
to assimilate It. 

Indeed, the first time he was ever 
away from home was when, as a boy, 


Sorel, the father of modern syn¬ 
dicalism, was one of Mussolini's Idols 
la the pre-war days, when he was an 
ardent Socialist. Sorel taught ths 
desirability of using force to bring 
about a revolution, and Mussolini 
preached this doctrine so earnestly 
that he landed la a number of Jails, 
both at home and abroad. 

But when he turned from Socialism 
to Conservatism he still remembered 
Sorel’a words about force. This ex¬ 
plains the manner In which he rode 
down all opposition rough-shod and 
stamped out dlaseot with an Iron heel. 
Incidentally, MueeoUnl has fulfilled 
a prediction Sorel made of him years 
ago—that some day Mussolini would 
be found fighting against the So¬ 
cialists, not for them. 

BELIEVES IN DESTINY 

Nletasche, with his creed of the 
superman and the win to power, has 
a philosopher aAer Mussolini's heart. 
It was from him. perhaps, as much 
as from any other ons source that 
Mussolini drew his belief in hie star, 
his conviction that he and his cause 
were destined to triumph.
